REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention as claimed, specifically in combination with the spatial variation 
determined based on a variation of a chief ray angle of said non-telecentric lens across a focal 
surface of the non-telecentric lens and optical properties of said two-dimensional array of 
photosensors and microlenses such that light sensitivity of each pixel is maximized or such that 
crosstalk is minimized, wherein said layer of transmissive apertures is a metal layer of apertures 
such that the metal layer blocks stray radiation and the apertures allow radiation to pass 
therethrough, is not disclosed or made obvious by the prior art of record.
